Medical Costs You 
Can Deduct 


Hliny his income 
lux return, 


lohnny's father look a deduction 
for the cost of the hoy's clurinel 
lessons. When the government chal- 
lenged this item, the father ex- 
plained: 


"Johnny has a severe bile prob- 


lem, and his orthodontist said play- 
ing the clarinet would be a great 
help. Therefore I consider these 
lessons a medical expense." 


After a court test, this argument 


was upheld and the deduction ac- 
cepted. 


The case illustrates that "medical 


expenses," which arc allowed (with- 
in limits) as a lax deduction, may 


take in a wide variety of costs. 
Deductions have been permitted for 
everything from the upkeep of a 
seeing eye dog to a wig prescribed 
for the menial health of a girl who 
had losl her huir. 


But the expense must be closely 


related to a specific medical prob- 
lem—not just vaguely "good for 
you." 


Accordingly, 
deductions 
have 


been denied for diaper service, 
looih paste, and bottled water. In 
each case, although (here was a 
healthful aspect to Ihe expenditure, 
no particular ailment was involved. 


Nor can you deduct expenses in 


which the medical benefit is merely 
secondary lo the non-medical bene- 
fit. 


Thus a deduction was denied for 


a telephone which had been in- 
Mailed in a sick woman's home. 
True, the telephone did enable her 
to summon her doctor in an emerg- 
ency. But it was aho available for 
everyday household use. 


What about travel? An ailing 


taxpa>cr who took a trip to Florida, 
jii>il tu perl .'up his morale. w^sAeJj 
not entitled to deduct his expenses. 
The court ruled that the tax laws 
were not intended to subsidize va- 
cations taken simply to make a 
taxpayer feel more cheerful. 


On the other hand, a man was 


allowed lo deduct the money he 
spent getting to and from meetings 
of Alcoholics Anonymous. Noting 
that he had joined the organization 
on the advice of a doctor, the court 
commented: 


"Membership was necessary for 


the treatment of a disease."

ute salute from the Army band 
and chorus with his wife, Ma- 
mie, by his side. 


The concert started with a 


trumpet fanfare and a chorus of 
"Happy Birthday To You." He 
snapped off a sharp salute when 
the band broke into the Army 
song, "The Caissons Go Rolling 
Along." 


The crowd of about 200 out- 


side the Walter Reed Army Hos- 


cept rides only from long-dis- 
tance truck drivers.

The Nigerian army command 


claimed the Biafrans were drlv« 
en out of the town early this 
month after a short occupation, 
But the fighting is far from over 
and the observers heard an oc- 
casional shot during their five- 
hour stay. 


"We hold Ikot Ekpene during 


the day," said a Nigerian offi- 
cer, "We concede it to the reb- 
els during the night." 


The observers— from the Unit- 


ed Nations, the Organization of 
African Unity, Britain, Canada, 
Poland and Sweden— were invit- 
ed by the Nigerian government 
to Investigate charges of geno- 
cide by Biafra and to watch the 


conduct of federal troops, 


Thousands of refugees, main- 


ly old women, crippled men and 
reed4hin children are swarming 
Into the federal areas after 
months of hiding in the dense 
rain forests, 
Som? observers, 


who did not wish to be identi* 
fied, said the refugees were 
dying at a rate of 20per 1,000, 


The observers saw hundreds 


of children too weak to stand, 
Many were in advanced stages 
of malnutrition, One young boy 
lay dying on the roadside. Oth* 
ers with emaciated bodies bare* 
ly could crawl, 


The Nigerian 3rd Commando 


Division and the Red Cross are 
caring for about 250,000persons 
in the area, The Red Cross esti* 
mated another 200,000 are not 
being cared for because they 
are not regarded offically as 
refugees, 


In forward areas there are an- 


other 130,000 civilians housed in 
churches and makeshift camps, 
Observers 
said the Nigerian 


army has a serious problem of 
feeding and protecting them. 
They said the refugees fear 
Biafran 
Infiltrators who may 


kill them for seeking safety be- 
hind federal lines. 


The Red Cross team, headed 


by Theodore Sachan of Kiel, 
Germany, is hampered by lack 
of medical facilities, It was pro* 
viding refugees with one meal 
daily, and one member said 
children's deaths had declined 
but still remained high, 


In Port Harcourt, before ob* 


servers drove to Ikot Ekpene, 
the Nigerian army displayed of* 
fleers and men in fresh clean 
shirts who they said were Biaf* 
rans. 


"Show them how happy you 


are," ordered Col, Ayo Ariyo, 
sector commander, 


The mon started singing "Oh 


Lord, Show Us the Way," 


One soldier, who surrendered, 


Israel Osafor, said his comrades 
were weary of war but a hard 
core was determined to fight to 
the death. 


He said retreating Biafrins 


told civilians that f e d e r a l 
troops would slaughter them, He 
said the Biafrans were herding 
the civilians toward Umuahaia, 
which is the target of the final 
Nigerian push,

Rh Factor Poses Risks 
In Later Pregnancies

important is it for me to 
marry an Rh-negative man?

. The risk of ery- 


throblastosis (blood destruc- 
tion) in the baby increases 
with each subsequent preg- 
nancy but, when the risk is 
recognized, preventive meas- 
ures can be taken. 


The b e s t procedure is to 


have an injection of a block- 
ing antibody (RhoGAM) with- 
in 72 hours after a miscar- 
riage or the delivery of an 
Rh-positive b a b y . Even if 
this is not done, there are 
ways to protect your next 
baby, such as giving him an 
exchange transfusion shortly 
after he is born.

would advise you to find a lov- 
ing husband who will make a 
good father and not place too

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


nation's soft coal miners have a 
$7-a-day pay raise in a new con- 
tract that also provides Christ- 
mas bonuses for men who shun 
wildcat strikes, 


"This Is the best contract ever 


negotiated," said W. A. "Tony" 
Boyle, president of the United 
Mine Workers Union, at con- 
tract signing ceremonies Mon- 
day. 


"I hope this is a sign of 


healthy new relations between 
coal miners and their employ- 
ers," 
said. George Judy, who 


signed for the Bituminous Coal 
Operators 
Association, 
He 


called the contract "excellent." 


Judy said he can't tell wheth- 


er the wage Increases— which 
raise base pay to $34.25 a day in 
the contract's third year- will 
force coal price boosts. 


But he said increased labor 


costs require that miners stop 
wildcat strikes over local issues. 


Such strikes in the 30 months of 


the old contract caused the loss 
of 427,928 man-shifts of produc- 
tion, he said. 


"The 
industry 
can't stand 


these expensive, contract-violat- 
ing, local strikes, nor can the 
miners," Judy said. 


"The cost of our fuel will 


make it tough enough to keep 
our share of the highly competi- 
tive fuel market," he addel 


Judy said the new contract, 


first major rewrite of the basic 
soft coal agreement in 18 years, 
provides 
adequate 
machinery 


for peacefully settling local dis- 
putes. 


The contract provides a $120 


Christmas bonus for miners who 
have not engaged in any wildcat 
strikes during the year. 


The new contract covers sorm? 


80,000 miners working for bitu- 
minous association companies 
in 22 states, plus another 10,000 
employed by four other firms 
that authorized Judy to sign for 
them. Provisions of the pattern- 
setting agreement will be ex- 
tended to another 40,000 men 
employed by other companies 
outside the industry association, 
Boyle said.

Antiaircraft batteries oii 
the island have been attacking 
American bombers and rescue 
helicopters.

Over South Vietnam, about 


100 of America's heavlestbomfr 
ers, the Air Force B52s,droppefl 
3,000 tons of bombs around four 
key provincial capitals in efforts 
to crush enemy buildups threa- 
tening them.
